WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon has written Soviet 
Premier Alexei Kosygin reject­ 
ing Russian charges that the 
United States has fueled the in­ 
creased Middle East fighting. 
In a letter dispatched Wednes­ 
day to Moscow, Nixon said the 
United States is urging both Is­ 
rael and the Arab states to fol­ 
low a United Nations cease-fire 
resolution and end the battles.

arms limitation, and asked for 
what U.S. officials described as 
a constructive response from 
Russia to American proposals 
made last October and Decem­ 
ber for an Israeli-Arab settle­ 
ment.

Died In Explosion 


At Shaker Heights 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Shaker Heights police said to­ 
day that a 21-year-old former 
mental patient apparently blew 
up the suburb's municipal build­ 
ing Monday evening and acci­ 
dentally killed himself in the 
same blast. 
Police Chief Carl Longstreet 
said the man, Martin Berns of 
Shaker Heights, was apparently 
killed when an explosive device 
he was carrying went off pre­ 
maturely. 
The 
blast 
leveled 
most of the 
11-year-old two- 
story municipal building, injur­ 
ing 15 persons. 
Police said that minutes be­ 
fore the explosion, Berns shot 
and wounded Dr. Irving Rosen, 
a psychiatrist who had treated 
him.

the $850,000 brick building were 
being compared to hair taken 
from a brush in Berns’ house.

Allied Forces Holt 


Operations for 
24-Hour Cease-fire 


SAIGON (AP) — American 
fighter-bombers attacked SAM 
missile sites and antiaircraft 
guns in North Vietnam Monday 
for the second time in less than 
a week, the U.S. Command an 
nounced tonight. 
No American aircraft were 
hit, the command said. In the 
encounter on Jan. 28 an F105 
fighter-bomber and 
a 
rescue 
helicopter were shot down and 
eight Americans were missing 
The Americans disclosed the 
air activity over North Vietnam 
shortly after allied forces halted 
offensive operations for a 24 
hour cease-fire for Tet, the Viet­ 
namese lunar new year celebra­ 
tion. The allied truce began ll 
hours after a four-day cease-fire 
proclaimed by the Viet Cong. 
The U.S. Command said the 
circumstances of the attacks on 
the North Vietnamese batteries 
Monday were the same as those 
the previous week: The North 
Vietnamese fired on American 
reconnaissance planes over the 
North. 
The attack Monday occurred 
“over North Vietnam near the 
Laotian border in the Ban Karai 
Pass area 30 miles west-south­ 
west of Dong Hoi,” the com­ 
mand said. This is about 29 
miles north of the demilitarized 
zone between North and South 
Vietnam. 
On Wednesday North Vietnam 
charged that waves of U.S. jet 
planes repeatedly attacked a 
number of populated areas on 
Monday in Quang Binh Prov­ 
ince, the same province where 
the U.S. Command reported the 
attack on the antiaircraft sites. 
Similarly, after the attacks on 
Jan. 28. the North Vietnamese 
charged that the U.S. planes 
had bombed and strafed popu­ 
lated places.

Soviet-Piloted Jets With Egyptian 
Markings Shadowing U.S. Fleet 


WASHINGTON (AP) - So­ 
viet-piloted 
bombers 
bearing 
Egyptian markings have kept 
watch on the U.S. 6th Fleet in 
the Mediterranean 
Sea, U.S. 
military sources say. 
The 
Russia-manned 
TU16 
Badger bombers are reported 
based in Egypt where other air 
craft of the same type have 
been sent by the Soviet Union to 
the Cairo government. 
U.S. military authorities re­ 
fuse to say how they knew 
planes with Egyptian insignia 
were flown by Russians, but 
presumably radio transmissions 
have been monitered. 
The swept-wing Badger can 
carry 
air-to-surface 
missies 
and attain speeds of more than 
600 miles an hour. But it is high­ 
ly vulnerable to U.S. carrier- 
based fighters capable of flying 
at better than twice that speed. 
Israeli sources said the So- 


sance plane may have been fit 
ted with magnetic submarine 
detection equipment. 
The U.S. 6th Fleet usually 
numbers about 40 vessels, in­ 
cluding two big carriers, and 
operates in the Mediterranean. 
Since the June 1967 Arab-Is- 
raeli war, the Soviets have kept 
a sizeable fleet of their own of 
up to 60 vessels in the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
In addition to bombers the 
Russians reportedly fly them 
selves, the Soviets have given 
the Egyptians about 60 bombers 
of the TU 16 and IL28 type, plus 
more than 320 fighters. 
Under Russian tutelage, the 
Egyptians have built a number 
of new airstrips with blast-resis 
tant shelters and camouflaged 
antiaircraft batteries and an­ 
tiaircraft missiles. 
At the outset of the 1967 war,

Kremlin Diplomacy Indicates Russia 
Fears Gathering Middle East Storm 


■v'estville

The tone of the Kremlin’s di­ 
plomacy suggests that it is 
frightened by the prospect of a 
gathering storm over the Middle 
East. It may mean that Moscow 
is unwilling at this time to face 
a new major crisis and is seek­ 
ing some way to head it off. 
While its bargaining may be 
tough, Moscow appears con 
cerned that its whole foreign 
policy drive may be thrown into 
a tailspin by the intensifying 
Arab-Israeli hostilities. 
In its latest note to Washing­ 
ton. Moscow has threatened to 
escalate the arms race in the 
Middle East by sending more 
arms to Egypt. Yet the thrust of 
its diplomatic activity suggests 
deep worry. The Kremlin has 
been sending out warnings to 
the 
Americans, 
British 
and 
French of rising peril in the 
Middle East as if the Russians 
were digging in for a round of 
horse-training. 


The Middle East is a tangle 
for both superpowers. For each, 
more is at stake than just its ex­ 
plicit interests in the area. 
For the Russians, a red hot 
new crisis could upset plans to 
take some of the heat from 
East-West relations in Europe. 
For both it can jolt whatever 
hopes have been invested in 
SALT, the strategic arms limi­ 
tation talks due to reopen in 
Vienna in April. Washington and 
Moscow have parallel interests 
in limiting superweapons. For 
each, the race has been a heavy 
drain. This has been especially 
true of the Soviet Union, which 
has been wrestling with prob­ 
lems of a consumer economy 
suffering from neglect because 
of the arms race. 
In a major policy address last 
July, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Giomyko said the Mid­ 
dle East “ exerts great influence 
on the situation of the world as 
a whole” and is a “ dangerous 
hotbed which can have serious

TH?: POPE has adopted a clear and stern 
position on celibacy by declaring the matter “ii 
a capital law of our Latin church. It cannot be 
abandoned or put into discussion.” 
The prohibition against even discussing celi­ 
bacy has some theologians up in arms. Some 
predict eventual change. 
The Vatican is waiting to see what kind of re­ 
sponse the Pope’s uncompromising position 
touches off from Dutch churchmen. Some prel­ 
ates feel seeds have been sown for an open 
b' c 
between the Pope and Dutch Catholic 
Church. 
A council of Dutch priests and laymen kicked 
up the fuss by voting in favor of abandoning the 
policy of mandating sexual 
abstinence for 
priests. The vote had prompted a request to the 
Pope for a general churchwide discussion of 
celibacy for priests. 
The Pope's answer came quickly and unmis­ 
takably.

Both the issues of celibacy and birth control 
represent a search that is going on within the 
ranks of officials and laymen regarding relev­ 
ance of church laws. 
Neither dispute will disappear until resolved, 
and neithe • can be resolved without trtm ci- 
dous ramifications within the Roman Cathole 
faith.

Director Explains Liquor Permit Issuance 
Although it is not the policy of the Depart* 
ment of Liquor Control to write a letter con­ 
cerning the failure of a City Council to pre­ 
lent evidence required by law to lawfully sus­ 
tain such Council’s objection to a liquor permit 
application, let me answer your two editorials 
of Nov. 24 and Jan. 19. 
Your editorial “Justified Complaint”, con­ 
cludes with the following paragraph: 
“CoimeU’a objection is based on the proximi­ 
ty of other taverns in downtown Salem. The 
complaint is justified. The one thing we don’t 
need in the Salem business district is another 
tavern.” 
You and the readers of The Salem New* 
are entitled to know and understand that, un­ 
der the existing provisions of the Ohio Liquor 
Control Act, the Department of Liquor Control 
CANNOT LAWFULLY DENY an application 
for liquor permits simply because of the prox­ 
imity of other taverns to the applied for p er 
■tit premises, or because another tavern it 
not needed in the area of die applied for lo* 
cation. 
If such proximity to existing taverns and 
such lack of need for another liquor permit 
premises are to constitute valid and lawful 
grounds for the denial of liquor permit appli­ 
cations, then such authorization to lawfully 
deny such liquor permits on these ground 
must first be written into Ohio’s liquor control 
statutes by our legislature 
In the past seven years, the Department has 
denied hundreds of liquor permit applications, 
which were reversed upon appeal, by the ap­ 
plicants when the reviewing tribunal ruled that 
the Derr.rtment’s den’a’s were not supported 
bv reliable, probative and substantia’ evidence 
as required by Ohio liquor laws and the Ohio 


Administrative Procedure Act 
Your editorial comment “Overheard On the 
Village Green” reads:: 
"That something must have gone awry with 
with the Ohio Department of Liquor Control 
when it issued permits to a Salem club owner 
over the strong protests of Salem City Coun­ 
cil.” 
Although the Department of Liquor Control 
has no desire or intent to embarass Salem 
City Council, if the Department had sustained 
said Council’s objections and the applicant had 
appealed from such denial, upon the grounds 
that the Council had failed to present the quan­ 
tum of evidence required to lawfully support 
such a denial, the Department would have been 
reversed and ordered to issue said permits 
to the applicant. 
In other words, the Department cannot law­ 
fully deny applications for liquor permits sim­ 
ply because a City Council makes “ strong 
protests” under section 4303 261 of the Revis­ 
ed Code of Ohio, until and unless the Legisla­ 
ture has taken action to so amend this statute.

WASHINGTON - The stock market has 
not been doing too well these days and quite 
a few people are suffering because of it. But 
no one is taking it as hard as Junior Thomp­ 
son, who was known on the 
street as the “ Boy Wonder 
of Wall” or “ B WOW.” 
As you recall, 18 months 
ago when Junior Thompson 
was 13 years old, he was 
considered one of the great 
financial geniuses of the 
country 
With an invest­ 
ment of 25 cents, plus a 
loan from his sister of 50 
cents, J u n i o r Thompson 
built up a portfolio of $200 million paper. 
Fortune devoted its entire Easter issue to 
Junior: Life magazine put him on the cover; 
the Harvard School of Business made him a 
visiting professor. He was made adviser to 
the Council on Economic Affairs, and he had 


a l ot line direct to the Secretary of Treas­ 
ury. 


JUNIOR THOMPSON'S formula for mat* 
jj ing money was summed up in an interview 
I he gave to the Wall Street Journal. “ I select 
' stocks that go up and I sell stocks that go 
down.” When asked how he knew which 
stocks would go up and which stocks would

go down he replied, “ If you have to ask that 
question, you shouldn’t play the stock m ar­ 
ket.” 
After the interview, large institutions all 
over the country fired their investors and 
asked Junior Thompson to take over their 
accounts Insurance companies, foundations, 
mutual funds, trusts, banks and even the 
federal g o v e r n m e n t asked, begged and 
pleaded for Junior to invest for them 
Before long, Junior was not only responsi­ 
ble for his own personal fortune but he waa 
investing $20 billion of other people's money. 
Each month the investments rose by IS per 
cent and his clients were delirious. 


MEN WHO HAD BEEN in Wall Street all 
their lives were scorned Many were retired 
and pushed out because they kept talking

Other investment houses hired teen-agers 
as their answer to Junior Thompson.

Not all the teen-agers did as well as Jun­ 
ior for the simple reason they didn’t have 
his know-how. 
This Is how he selected his stocks. Every 


morning. Junior b’indfolded his sister an(l 
gave her a pin. He then laid out the financial 
section of the New York Times on the floor 
and told her to stick the pin IO times into the 


page. Whatever company she stuck tile 
in was Junior Thompson’s buy for that day. 
While the market was goirv up, Junior s 
sister could do no wrong, 
But when it started going down, Wall S t's 
faith in Junior Thompson began to waver. 
Junior tried everything to stem the tide. He 
changed blindfolds on his sister. He gave her 


a different pin. 


NOTHING HELPED. The market kept los­ 


ing ground and Junior Thompson s reputa­ 
tion as a financial wizard began to be ques­ 
tioned. The great institutions started pulling 
out; the mutual funds took their business 
away from Junior. In six months, Junior 
Thompson was handling only the investments 
of himself and his sister 


Last week, as the market his its lowest 
moment in years, Junior Thompson was 
completely wiped out. A small item on the 
Dow-Jones ticker announced tha’ he was gi* 
ving up Wall St. and going back to Forest 
Hills High School. Tis sister is suing him for 
the 50 cents she loaned him to get started in 
the business.

WASHINGTON—President Nixon, in his press 
conference Friday and in his economic report 
to Congress, has expressed the hope that infla­ 
tion may soon be curbed but he has omitted 
any explanation of how the purchasing power of 
the dollar is to be moved upward more closely 
to IOO cents. He has avoided the delicate sub­ 
ject of wage-and-price controls. 
Yet the realistic facts are that the consumer 
do’.iar is worth only 46 cents today as compared 
to what it w*s in 1943 and the “ federal” dollar 
of the government is only 40 cents at present 
when matched against 27 years ago. 
When the federal budget passed the $50-billion 
m ark during World War II and went up to $78.9 
billion, the government stepped in and held 
wages and prices down. 


THE FEDERAL BUDGET crossed the $100- 
billion mark during the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion, when it rose to $106.8 billion in 1962 Then 
It crossed the $150-billion mark to $158.4 billion 
under President Johnson in 1967. Yet nothin 
was done about mandatory wage-and-price con­ 
trols in either case during th-? Vietnam war. 
Now the Nixon budget of $200.8 billion for 
lf,I will have the same ourc’iasing power as lf 
it were approximately $80.3 billion in 1943. 
The flow of capital from the federal govern­ 
ment into the business world and the possible 
easing of in’erest rates which was hin'ed at by 
the President in his press conference may re­ 
sult in some business expansion. But an in­ 
crease In demand for goods will only encourage 
labor unions to raise their requests for higher 
wages, with threats of strikes In the back­ 
ground. 
The purchasing power of the dollar has gone 
steadily downward for manv years and unions 
argue that the cost of living has justified their 
pressure for more wages. But the problem hat 
become nationwide. 
Labor unior.r have obtained control of work­ 
ers in entire industries. Though local living 
costs may vary considerably, un form wage 
rates are nevertheless imposed. This means 
that the larger companies, with far more re­ 
serves than their competitors, are at an advan­ 
tage. 
There are laws which provide for some gov­ 
ernmental intervention in strikes relating to es­ 
sential forms of transportation but there are no 
government commlss'ons se' up which are per­ 
m 
i t constantb' to supervise or render arbi­ 
tration decisions in labor-union disputes of na­ 
tional proportions. 
As long as this problem is bypassed by every­ 
body, Including high administration officials, in- 
ft* ' * will continue to hover over tile national 
economy. 
President Nixon rightly rejects the “jaw­ 
bone” theory. He said in his press conference 
Friday: 
“ Now, with regard to jawboning, we think 
that the policy of socalled jawboning failed, 
and was no longer used in 1966 and 1967. It Is 
effective, certainly, when the president of the 
United States calls in a big steel company or a 
big automobilf 
company and says: 
‘Lower 
prices—if you don’t, we will do this or that with 
regard to government contracts.’ 
But that is effective with regard to that com 
pany, It Is not effective with regard to the 
who’e Problem. And it’s basic: lh’ u ai '. W< re 
going to congrue on our present course. We be­ 
lieve It Is th» right course.” 
Obviously It’s unfair to penalize one side and 
exercise no restraint on the other But the labor 
unions feel that, by their camnagn con'ribu- 
tions, they control a majority in Congress. Re­ 
cently no president has had the courage to offer 
a proposal that would put both labor and man­ 
agement under wage and pri^« ’■“'♦raints, espe­ 
cially during wartime. 


.SO INFI,ATTON HAS con inned and gives 
every sign of forcing the purchasing power of 
the dollar downward more and more. Only the 
political powci of the “ silent majority” 
an 
change things and demand the establishment of 
a governmental body to deal with wage levels 
in different industries where competition be­ 
tween management Is a vital factor and also 
where productivity is an important influence on 
price-making. 
Arthur Goldberg, who has served as secre­ 
tary of labor, Supreme Court Justice and am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, has just written 
an article for “The New York Times” in which 
he aptly states the case as follows: 
“ We have reached a crisis point which brooks 
no further delay, and no appropriate measure 
—including wage, price and profit controls—can 
be excluded to bring inflation under control.”

SAIGON (AP) — American 
fig hter-bombers attack ed SAM 
missile sites and antiaircraft 
g u ns in North Vietnam Monday 
for the second time in less than 
a week , the U.S. Command an 
nou nced tonig ht. 
No American aircraft were 
hit, the command said. In the 
encou nter on Jan. 28 an F105 
fig hter-bomber

helicop ter were shot down and 
eig ht Americans were missing . 
The Americans disclosed the 
air activ ity ov er North Vietnam 
shortly after allied forces halted 
offensiv e op erations for a 24 
hou r cease-fire for Tet, the Viet­ 
namese lu nar new y ear celebra­ 
tion. The allied tru ce beg an 11 
hou rs after a fou r-dav cease-fire 
p roclaimed by the Viet Cong . 
The U.S. Command said the 
circu mstances of the attack s on 
the North Vietnamese batteries 
Monday were the same as those 
the p rev iou s week : The North 
Vietnamese fired on American 
reconnaissance p lanes ov er the 
North. 
The attack Monday occu rred 
“ov er North Vietnam near the 
Laotian border in the Ban Karai 
Pass area 30 miles west-sou th­ 
west of Dong Hoi,” the com­ 
mand said. This is abou t 29 
miles north of the demilitarized 
zone between North and Sou th 
Vietnam. 
On Wednesday North Vietnam 
charg ed that wav es of U.S. jet 
p lanes rep eatedly attack ed a 
nu mber of p op u lated areas on 
Monday in Qu ang Binh Prov ­ 
ince, the same p rov ince where 
the U.S. Command rep orted the 
attack on the antiaircraft sites.

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A New Controversy 


On the heels of the split over birth control 
comes a new issu e to provide controversy for 
Roman Catholics — celibacy for priests. 
Ju st as he did in the birth control issu e. Pope 
Pau l VI is remaining steadfast to traditional 
dc 
o' ■ 1 ri, I e ?lb ey. He H 
e ed 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy of the Nether­ 
lands to change its stand against the celibacy 
ru le for priests. 


THE POPE has adopted a clear and stern 
position on celibacy by declaring the matter “ *§ 
a capital law of ou r Latin chu rch. It cannot be 
abandoned or pu t into discu ssion.” 
The prohibition against even discu ssing celi­ 
bacy has some theologians u p in arms. Some 
predict eventu al change. 
The Vatican is waiting to see what kind of re- 
aponse the 
Pope’s u ncompromising position 
tou ches off from Du tch chu rchmen Some prel­ 
ates feel seeds have been sown for an open 
b"t 
between the Pope and Du tch Catholic 
Chu rch. 
A cou ncil ot Du tch priests and laymen kicked 
u p the fu ss by voting in favor of abandoning the 
policy of mandating sexu al 
abstinence 
for 
priests. The vote had prompted a requ est to the 
Pope for a general chu rchwide discu ssion of 
celibacy for priests. 
The Pope's answer came qu ickly and u nmis­ 
takably. 


The matter will not rest there, however. 
Pope Pau l VI u nderstandably sees celibacy .if 
a “su preme testimony to the kingdom of God. a 
u niqu e sign that speaks of the valu es of faith,* 
of hope, of love, an incomparable condition of 
fu ll pastoral service, a continu ou s asceticism of 
Christian perfection.” 


SOME OF His followers see it as an obstacle 
that keeps many you ng men from entering the 
priesthood or remaining in it. 
Both the issu es of celibacy and birth control 
represent a search that is going on within the 
ranks of officials and laymen regarding relev­ 
ance of chu rch laws. 
Neither dispu te will disappear u ntil resolved, 
and neithe* can be resolved withou t trtm i i- 
dou s ramifications within the Roman Catholio 
faith.

Director Explatns Liqu or Permit Issu ance 
Althou gh it is not the policy of the Depart­ 
ment of Liqu or Control to write a letter con­ 
cerning the failu re of a City Cou ncil to pre­ 
sent evidence requ ired by law to lawfu lly su s­ 
tain su ch Cou ncil’s objection to a liqu or permit 
application, let me answer you r two editorials 
of Nov. 24 and Jan. 19. 
You r editorial “Ju stified Complaint”, con­ 
clu des with the following paragraph: 
“Cou ncil’s objection is based on the proximi­ 
ty of other taverns in downtown Salem. The 
complaint is ju stified. The one thing we don't 
need in the Salem bu siness district is another 
tavern.” 
You and the readers of The Salem News 
are entitled to know and u nderstand that, u n­ 
der the existing provisions of the Ohio Liqu or 
Control Act, the Department of Liqu or Control 
CANNOT LAWFULLY DENY an application 
for liqu or permits simply becau se of the prox­ 
imity of other taverns to the applied for p er 
mit premises, or becau se another tavern is 
not needed in the area of the applied for lo­ 
cation. 
If su ch proximity to existing taverns and 
su ch lack of need for another liqu or permit 
premises are to constitu te valid and lawfu l 
grou nds for the denial of liqu or permit appli­ 
cations, then su ch au thorization to lawfu lly 
deny su ch liqu or permits on these grou nd 
mu st first be written into Ohio’s liqu or control 
statu tes by ou r legislatu re. 
In the past seven years, the Department has 
denied hu ndreds of liqu or permit applications, 
which were reversed u pon appeal, by the ap­ 
plicants when the reviewing tribu nal ru led that 
the Department's den’a’s were not su pported 
by reliable, probative and su bstantia1 evidence 
as requ ired by Ohio liqu or laws and the Ohio 


Administrative Procedu re Act 
You r editorial comment “Overheard On the 
Village Green” reads:: 
“That something mu st have gone awry with 
with the Ohio Department of Liqu or Control 
when it issu ed permits to a Salem clu b owner 
over the strong protests of Salem City Cou n­ 
cil.” 
Althou gh the Department of Liqu or Control 
has no desire or intent to embarass Salem 
City Cou ncil, if the Department had su stained 
said Cou ncil’s objections and the applicant had 
appealed from su ch denial, u pon the grou nds 
that the Cou ncil had failed to present the qu an­ 
tu m of evidence requ ired to lawfu lly su pport 
au ch a denial, the Department wou ld have been 
reversed and ordered to issu e said permits 
to the applicant. 
In other words, the Department cannot law­ 
fu lly deny applications for liqu or permits sim­ 
ply becau se a City Cou ncil makes “ strong 
protests” u nder section 4303.261 of the R evir 
ed Code of Ohio, u ntil and u nless the Legisla­ 
tu re has taken action to so amend this statu te.

After the interview, large institu tions all 
over the cou ntry fired their investors and 
asked Ju nior Thompson to take over their 
accou nts. Insu rance companies, fou ndations, 
mu tu al fu nds, tru sts, banks and even the 
federal go v e r n m e n t asked, begged and 
pleaded for Ju nior to invest for them. 
Before long, Ju nior was not only responsi­ 
ble for his own personal fortu ne bu t he was 
investing $20 billion of other people’s money. 
Each month the investments rose by 15 per 
cent and his clients were deliriou s. 


MEN WHO HAD BEEN in Wall Street all 
their lives were scorned. Many were retired 
and pu shed ou t becau se they kept talking 
abou ‘'earnings,” “Profits,” and “ 1 s es’ : 
The three things which Ju nior Thompson 
said mu st be ignored when playing the m a» 
ket. 


Other investment hou ses hired teen-agers 
as their answer to Ju nior Thompson. The 
word was ou t on the “Street” : ’Don’t let 
anyone over 21 invest you r money.” 
Not all the teen-agers did as well as Ju n­ 
ior for the simple reason they didn’t have 
his know-how. 
This is how he selected his stocks. Every 


morning, Ju nior b’indfolded his sister and 
gave her a pin. He then laid ou t the financial 
section of the New York Times on the floor 
; 
and told her to stick the pin 10 times into the 


page. Whatever company she stu ck the Pin 
in was Ju nior Thompson’s bu y for that day. 
While the market was goir? u p, Ju nior’s 
sister cou ld do no wrong. 
Bu t when it started going down, Wall St.’s 
faith in Ju nior Thompson began to waver. 
Ju nior tried everything to stem the tide. He 
changed blindfolds on his sister. He gave her 
a different pin. 


NOTHING HELPED. The market kept los­ 


ing grou nd and Ju nior Thompson's repu ta­ 
tion as a financial wizard began to be qu es­ 
tioned. The great institu tions started pu lling 
ou t; the mu tu al fu nds took their bu siness 
away from Ju nior. In six months, Ju nior 
Thompson was handling only the investments 
of himself and his sister. 


Last week, as the market his its lowest 
moment in years, Ju nior Thompson was 
completely wiped ou t. A small item on the 
Dow-Jones ticker annou nced that he was gi* 
ving u p Wall St. and going back to Forest 
Hills High School. Tis sister is su ing him for 
the 50 cents she loaned him to get started in 
the bu siness.

The British 
w' o firct i« :olet« d the bl~ck ’u ng dLea** are 
far easier on their pits.The new U.S. law is 
tou gh becau se the Boyle and Yablonski forces 
each tried to ou tdo the other in demands for a 
sterner and stiffer mine law. And they got it. 


SO THE FEDERALS also are peering into 
the labyrinth of small mine operators who are 
not members of the prestigiou s national soft 
coal associations. 
The Yablonski mu rders may yet tu rn ou t to 
be no Hatfield-McCoy killings. Trou ble with the 
big city folk ir their provincialism. Mention the 
words Tennessee and Kentu cky and most peo­ 
ple develop a tobacco road image—rifle-toting, 
corn whiskey-swigging, 
s h o e l e s s men and 
Fau lkner-like gingham-clad women. It’s an in­ 
su lting image. The cynics had better come off 
it. 
Never mind those charged with the mu rders. 
The prizes cou ld have been control of a u nion, a 
bank and the shifting of the balance of power in 
the American labor movement—as well as con- 
tij ’’:d r ?rr or. a beit o~ > a marginal profit 
basis, of hu ndreds of small pits.

WASHINGTON—President Nixon, in his press 
conference Friday and in his economic report 
to Congress, has expressed the hope that infla­ 
tion may soon be cu rbed bu t he has omitted 
any explanation of how the pu rchasing power of 
the dollar is to be moved u pward more closely 
to 100 cents. He has avoided the delicate su b­ 
ject of wage-and-price controls. 
Yet the realistic facts are that the consu mer 
do’.iar is worth only 46 cents today as compared 
to what It w*s in 1943 and the “ federal" dollar 
of the government is only 40 cents at present 
when matched against 27 years ago. 
When the federal bu dget passed the $50-billion 
mark du ring World War II and went u p to $78 9 
billion, the government stepped in and held 
wages and prices down. 


THE FEDERAL BUDGET crossed the 1100- 
bill ion mark du ring the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion, when it rose to $106.8 billion in 1962 Then 
It crossed the $150-billion mark to $158.4 billion 
u nder President Johnson in 1967. Yet nothirfg 
was done abou t mandatory wage-and-price con­ 
trols in either case du ring th? Vietnam war. 
Now the Nixon bu dget of $200 8 billion for 
If «1 will have the same nu rchaslng power as If 
it were approximately $80.3 billion in 1943. 
The flow of capital from the federal govern­ 
ment into the bu siness world and the possible 
easing of inVrest rates which was hin 'H at by 
the President in his press conference may re­ 
su lt in some bu siness expansion. Bu t an in­ 
crease in demand for goods will only encou rage 
labor u nions to raise their requ ests for higher 
wages, with threats of strikes In the back­ 
grou nd. 
The pu rchasing power of the dollar has gone 
steadily downward for manv years and u nions 
argu e that the cost of living has ju stified their 
pressu re for more wages. Bu t the problem has 
become nationwide. 
Labor u ninr.r have obtained control of work­ 
ers in entire indu stries. Tiwu gh local living 
costs may vary considerably, u niform wage 
rates are nevertheless imposed. This means 
that the larger companies, with far more re­ 
serves than their competitors, are at an advan­ 
tage. 
There are laws which provide for some gov­ 
ernmental intervention in strikes relating to es­ 
sential forms of transportation bu t there are no 
government commissions se’ u p which are per- 
m i-’ed constants to su pervise or rcrder arbi­ 
tration decisions in labor-u nion dispu tes of na­ 
tional proportions. 
As long as this problem is bypassed by every­ 
body, inclu ding high administration officials, in- 
f 
l 
’ will continu e to hover over the national 
economy. 
President Nixon rightly rejects the “ jaw­ 
bone” theory. He said in his press conference 
Friday: 
“ Now, with regard to jawboning, we think 
that the policy of so-called jawboning failed, 
and was no longer u sed in 1966 and 1967. It Is 
effective, certainly, when the president of the 
United States calls in a big steel company or n 
big au tomobile 
company and says: 
'Lower 
prices—if you don’t, we will do this or that with 
regard to goternment contracts.’ 
Bu t that is effective with regard to that com 
pany. It is not effective with regard to the 
w^o’e problem. And it’s basicrllv u ai*. We’re 
going to contiru e on ou r present cou rse We be­ 
lieve it is th° right cou rse.” 
Obviou sly it’s u nfair to penalize one side and 
exercise no restraint on the other. Bu t the labor 
u nions feel that, by their camna'gn con’ribu - 
tions, they control a majority in Congress. Re­ 
cently no president has had the cou rage to offer 
a proposal that wou ld pu t both labor and man­ 
agement u nder wage and pri',° »*‘'« *raints, espe­ 
cially du ring wartime. 


SO INFI.\TTON HAS con imie* and gives 
every sign of forcing the pu rchasing power of 
the dollar downward more and more. Only the 
political powei of the “ silent majority” r an 
change things and demand the establishment of 
a government! bodv to deal with wage levels 
in different indu stries where competition be­ 
tween management is a vital factor and also 
where produ ctivity is an important influ ence on 
price-making. 
Arthu r Goldberg, who has served as secre­ 
tary of labor, Su preme Cou rt Ju stice and am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, has ju st written 
an article for “The New York Times” in which 
he aptly states the case as follows: 
“ We have reached a crisis point which brooks 
no fu rther delay, and no appropriate measu re 
—inclu ding wage, price and profit controls—can 
be exclu ded to bring inflation u nder control.”
